lying furthest wesr, are vitally inter- 
ested, and (therefore one whieh Should

The letter received from the St. John 
board of trade by I’. T, Fisher, the 
secretary of the Edmonton beard of 
trade, reads as follows: 

“In vlew of statements that have 
appeared in the press of late, it would 
appear to be of some service to give a 
elear and simple account of the posi- 
tion laken by the citizens of St. John 
with regard to the Canadian Atlantic 
mail service. St. John people claim 
that if two steamships leave Liverpool 
at the same time, and one comes direct 


jto St. John and the other to Halifax, 


the mails arriving at St. John and 
going forward by the Canadian Paci- 
fie railway will reach Montreal, To- 
ronto, Winnipeg and Vancouver, in 
considerably less time than the mails 
landed at Halifax and carried by the 
Inter-Colonial railway to Montreal, or 
by the Inter-Colonial railway to St. 
John and thence by the Canadian Pa- 
cific to Montreal. 


Question is Asked. 

Ts this claim well founded? If it 
were merely made by St. John people, 
perhaps it might be questioned, but 
the same assertion was made several 
years ago by the officials of the Canad- 
ian Pacifie Railway company when 
they wanted to cut out the steamship 
eall at Halifax. They said they could 
land the mails in less time in the west 
by the direet St. John route. Sueh a 
statement from such a souree is sure- 
ly worthy of attention, No fair test 
of St. John as a mail port has ever 
been male, 

“Obviously, if mails can be carried 
faster by the direct St. John route 
this matter ceases to bear the aspect 
of a local squabble between St. John 
and Halifax, and becomes a matter 
which affects the business interests of 
the whole of Canada from Montreal 
to the coast. If it {s desirable to send 
Canadian mails by the qutekest mail 
route to and from the old country and 
the Orient, and if that route is the di- 
rect St. John route, then all Canada {s

“Obviously, also all Canada is Inter- 
ested in having a fair test 


the St. John route. [t Is true that 
mail steamships are now running di- 
rect to and from St. John, but the 


mails from the two, whieh have thus 
far arrived, have been delayed and 
sent forward by the slower Inter-Co- 
lonlal route. The post offlee denart- 
ment has asserted that they did not 
bring letter mails, but this statement 
fs contradicted by men who received 
letters. 

“All that St. John fs asking ts a falr 
test of its merits as a mall port. It 
has tho assurance of Canadian Pacific 
railway officials given some vears ago 
that it Is the fastest mail port. Why 
should not a test be made jand why 
should not the business men of Can- 
ada, from Montreal to the west, en- 
dorse the plea that such a test be 
made without any further delay?"

Money Loss During the Year 
1913 Amounts to About 
$7,087,000, 


Detrott, Mich. Dec. 16—In the 1918 
season of navigation on the Great 
Lakes now closing, 20 boats ended 
their existence, about 275 Hves were 
lost and 300 or more minor accidents 
occurred. 

In 1912, 35 lives were lost, 19 ves- 
sels were wrecked and 200 minor ac- 
cidents occurred. 

The most important loss of the sea- 
son {n 1912 was the sinking of the 
steamer James Cayley, on Lake Su- 
peror by colllsion with the steamer 
Fennesselaer, the combined loss of 
the ship.-and cargo being $800,000, 
while this season there were seven 
losses, each of which exceeded that 
amount. 

The loss of life would have been 
comparatively small this year had it 
not been for the big storm of Novem- 
ber 9-11, when all the year's losses of 
life except seven were recorded. The 
seven were lost in nearly as many ac- 
cidents. 

An approximate estimate places the 
total money loss of the season of 1918 
at about $7,087,600, including loss of 
cargoes, damage by collision and 
stranding. 

This is undoubtedly’ the biggest 
season's loss ever recorded on tha 
lakes, and {s more remarkable — that 
it occurred largely at one time. 

The total financial loss to steamers 
and cargoes, aside from this storm, 
would have hardly exceeded $1,900,000.

Her report showed that the physical 
culture classes last winter had an en- 
rollment of 78, the high school gym- 
nasium being lonned by the school 
board. G. R. Jackson acted as physical 
director for the season, 

A very interesting story of the work 
and some of Its problems was given by 
R. B. Chadwick, the superintendent of 
neglected children. He first paid a 
high tribute to the calibre of the oflicers 
and officials engaged in this work, not 
forgetting the matrons, who are doing 
nobly for the cause of the unfortunate 
children. He emphasized strongly the

THE NEW CANADA OPENED BY 
THE NEW TRANSCONTINENTAL 


The building of the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, now 
so near completion, takes rank with the greatest of achieve- 
ments. A work so vast, and fraught with such far reaching 
consequences, can not be intelligently measured at this time. 
Its fullest effect can only be shown by the passing of years. 
in 1904 the first sod was turned by Sir Wilfrid Laurier. Next 
summer the last spike will be driven, probably in the Nechaco 
country, in central British Columbia. The building of the 
line represents ten years of ceaseless work, the application of 
the highest engineering skill, the spending of enormous 
treasure, and ihe unfortunate, but inevitable, loss — of 
hundreds of human lives. It will be the great national high- 
way of the Dominion, and more truly Canadian than any com- 
peting transcontinental system. Its construction has rolled 
back the map of Canada, and unfolded an empire of natural 
wealth and scenic beauty that had been practically unknown. 
The description of Canada as a fringe of settlement along 
the United States border is obsolete. The unlocking of the 
last west by railway construction has surpassed the most 
extravagant expectations. The new transcontinental means 
a new Quebec and a new Ontario, a new Manitoba and a new 
Saskatchewan, a new Alberta and a new British Columbia 
and this means a new Canada. 


AN OLD AXIOM MOVED 
INTO THE JOKE COLUMN 

That competition increases rather than decreases freight 
rales by saddling the country with duplicate services is one 
of the facts brought out most clearly in the rates case 
investigation at Ottawa, the proof of this being established 
by the testimony given by Miller, the rate expert from 
United States. 

In his original list of recommendations, Miller set out 
that no railway extensions should be permitted without 
approval from the railway commission or from the provincial 
authorities, as the case might be. Once a line made a profit, 
other lines were tempted to enter the same field, contends 
Miller, with the ultimate result that the traffic is made to pay 
for two railways instead of one. The result is highér rates 
which cannot be lowered. ; 

The fact that Miller, probably the most authorilative 
rate expert who has yet been heard in the Dominion — of 
Canada, thus definitely places his finger upon this spot and 
corroborates the basic contention of the farmers’ associations 
and others who have all along contended that government 
ownership with a definite plan would be cheaper than 
private ownership with a duplication of lines, is the best 
evidence yet produced that the time is rapidly approaching 
when the great majority of the people of Canada will be 
getting a new light upon this matter of railway economics. 
The man who said that competition is the life of trade will 
soon find his axiom moved over into the joke column.

HISTORY, 


On this date in 1864 the United States 
was aflame with wrath directed) against 
Canada and England, and in several cities 
anti-Canadian demonstrations were held, 
This bitterness was due to the action of 
Judge Coursol in discharging from custody 
a number of men who had been charged 
with complicity in the St. Albany raid, In 
the heat ef anger Gen, Dix tssued a pro- 
clamation calling for reprisals on Cana- 
dians, and for a day it seemed that the 
Untted States, although then worn out by 
the terrible conflict’ between North and 
South whioh was still Deing waged, would 
declare war against Great Britain and dis- 
patch an army to Canada, Volunteers 
were called out in Canada to protect the 
frontier towns against possible raids, but 
happily they were not need, While hot- 
headed statesman and violent newspapers 
were demanding that the “insult” be 
avenged, Lincoln promptly rescinded Dix's 
proclamation, and the danger was averted, 
The thirteen ralders who had been captured 
and discharged by Judge Coursol, because 
of some legal difficulty, were recaptured 
later in the month and committed for 
trial, Early in 1865 the Canadtan gov- 
ernment surrendered Burly, a raider, to the 
United States authoritles, Other ralders 
were discharged the following March, and 
Mr, Soward abandoned all claim. for thelr 
extradition, The raid on St, Albans, Ati 
was led by Lieut, Young, who, with a 
party of about 30 armed Confederate refu- 
gees who had escaped from American 
prisons to Canada, robbed three banks in 
the Vermont town and escaped with $211,- 
150 in bank notes and much other property.

Kilts are usually considered the dis- 
linctive garb of the Scottish Highlanders, 
and few know that the ‘inasculine pettl- 
coat’ was once a part of the national cos- 
tume of Irishmen, The new Lord Ash- 
beurne has not forgotten this fact, how-

Literature is Distributed 

At all these places where I exhibited 
a great deal of literature was distribu- 
ted, and, while our Central Alberta 
pamphlet covers the ground well, yet, 
there are many questions asked that no 
one would ever think of publishing.
